The decision was written hy Judge 
Smith In the suit of the Eureka Foun­ 
dry company against the striking core 
makers and by Its term s tho strikers 
are perpetually enjoined from picket­ 
ing the Eureka foundry In large mini 
hers. Th® strikers are allowed to have 
one picket at the factory, who may 
peacefully persuade w o r k m e n to leave 
their em ploym ent and may advance ar­ 
gum ents to workmen if they choose to 
hear such, 
lf the workmen do not care 
to m eet the picket* or listen to his ar* 
fitm en ts they are not to lie m olested, 
and any attem pt to 
Influence their 
minds hy improper means will he a 
transgression on the rights of the em ­ 
ployer aud may be corrected by injunc­ 
tion.

During the year there were report- 
ed 9971 commercial failures, with lia­

$50,870,800. a decrease in number of 
6.4 per cent and a falling off of lia­ 
bilities of 18 per cent from 1901. Com­ 
pared with 1900 and 1899 increases in 
the number of failures of 5.5 and 7 
per cent are shown, but com parisons 
with prior years are markedly in favor 
of 1902. The liabilities are even sm all­ 
er, the sm allest reported for ten years. 
W ith two exceptions the number of 
failures was th** sm allest in fourteen 
years, despite the fact that the nuni 
ber of concerns in business is growing 
steadily, the Increase since 1892 aggre­ 
gating 19 per cent. The annual

rate" is shown to be only .80 in 1902 
against .88 In 1901 and .85. hiteherto
